GERMAN CATHOLICS... 


A Convention That May Have 


Political Significance.

Do you know,“ said a prominent 


insurance man to the TiIuxs reporter 


yesterday, “that a number of the fire 
jusurance policies held in Pasadena 
are void, through the ignorance of the 
licy, which 
I have just feceived or renewal). 
The holder of the policy has moved 
twice since be obtained it; and in both 
cases, instead of having the risk trans- 
ferred, he scratched out the street and 
number and inserted his new address 
in red ink. If be had been burned out 
he couldn’t have collected a cent. 
“This sort of thing is constantly be- 
ing done. Many people think that as 
long as they carry the same stock or 
furniture, it does not matter where 
they put it. Some who move into a 
new house, where they know the rates 
will be higher, change the address in 
red ink. and trust to their swearing 
powers, if burned out, to collect from 
the company. But this scheme seldom 
succeeds, as insurance policies are in- 
variably made out in black ink, and 
the handwriting of the company’s 
clerks is easily recognized. 
“Again, policy-hbo'ders frequently 
leave their houses vacant all summer, 
without taking the trouble to get a va- 


cancy permit. If an unoccupied house 


burns down and the owner has no va- 
cancy permit, he can collect nothing 
from the insurance company. Com- 
anies, however, frequently adjust such 
osses without contesting the matter,
